STATEMENT OF EVENTS COXNKITEH 
WITH TH K FETTERING GF JEKPER-aiN 
PAVI8 WHEN A PBNt.XKB AT FORTRESS 
MONROE, AS DERIVED FROM AND VERI- 
FIED BY THE! PRISONER AND AN OFFI- 
CER OF THE DAY. 

r Fr©iu th# Natch#/. Courier* November 12 . 

When Jeff Paris was brought a captive 
to Fortress Monroe, he was confined in 
the gun-room of a casement, the embras- 
ure of which was closed with heavy iron 
grating, and the doors which communi- 
cated with the gunner's room were closed 
with heavy double shutters, fastened with 
cross-bars and padlocks. The side open- 
ings had been closed up with fresh ma- 
sonry. the plastering of which was soft to 
the touch, the top ’oeing an arch to sup- 
port the earth of the parapet Two sen- 
tinels. with musksts loaded and bayonets 
fixed, paced to 4nd fro across the small 
prison. Two other sentinels aud a com- 
missioned officer occupied the gunner s 
room, the doors aud wiudows of which 
were strongly secured. The officer of the 
day had the key of the outer door, aud 
sentinels were posted on the outer pave- 
ment in front of it. There were also sen- 
tinels on the parapet overhead. The em- 
brasure looked ost on the wet ditch, say 
sixty feet wide, the water in which was 
probably from seven to ten feet deep, the 
scarp and counterscarp revetted with 
dressed masonry. Beyond the ditch, on 
the glacis, was a double chain of sentinels, 
and in the casemate rooms, on each side 
of his prison, were quartered that part of 
the guard which was not on post. 

Borne down i»y privation, over exertion, 
and exposure, he was in no condition 
when thrown iuto prison to resist ex- 
citing causes of disease. The damp 
walls, the food too coarse and bad to be 
eaten, the deprivation of sleep caused by 
the tramping of sentries arouud the iron 
cot. the light of the lamp which shorn- 
tall upon it, the loud calling of the roll 
when another relief was turned out, the 
noise of unlocking the doors, the tramp 
of the sentinels who catne to relieve those 
on post, produced fever and rapidly 
wasted his strength. Without mecham- , 
cal aid, though his efforts were not inter- 
rupted, no one could have removed the 
grating from the embrasure If that had 
been done, and any one could have swam 
across the ditch, and climbed up the 
revetment on the opposite side, which was 
doubtful, he then would have encountered 
the sentinels on the glacis. The circum- 
stances. together with many manifesta- 
tions indicating ill feeling toward him. 
led him to the conclusion that it was not 
the belief that these things were neces- 
sary to prevent his escape, but a purpose 
to offer an indignity, to inflict physical 
pnin. arid perhaps to deprive him of life. 

On the 23d of May. lxilj, the officer of 
the day, (’apt. J. Titlov of the Third 
Pennsylvania Artillery, came iuto his 
prison with two blacksmiths, bearing a 
pair of heavy leg-irons, coupled together 
by a ponderous chain. Captain litlow. 
in a manner fully sus'aining his words, in- 
formed him that, with great personal re- 
luctance, lie came to execute an order to 
put irons upon him. Mr. Davis asked 
whether General Miles bad given that or- 
der, and on being answered in the affirma- 
tive, said he wished to see General Miles. 
Captain Titlow replied that he had just 
left General Miles, who w,i leaving (he 
fott. Mr. I'avi* thru asked that the exe- 
cution of the order should be postponed 
ur.til General Miles returned. Captain 
Titlow said his orders would not. p«;mi* 
that, and that to an old soldier it was need- 
less to say that an officer was bound to ex- 
ecute an order as it was given to him. Mr 
Davis told him that it was too obvio that 
there could be no necessity for the use ot 
such means to render his imprisonment . 
secute; and, on Captain Titlow’* repe it- 
ing that his duty was to execute his orders, 
Mr. Davis said it was not such an order as 
a soldier could give, or should receive, an 1 
he would not submit to it: that it was evi- 
dently the intention to torture him to 
death: that he would never tamely be sub- 
jected to indignities by which it wa 
sought in his person to degrade the cau.,e 
of which he was the representative 
The officer of the day, with evident kind 
feeling, endeavored to dissuade him 
from resistance. The officer of the guard 
i came in from the front room with the offi- 
cer of the day, to induce him to yield. It 
| was needless to show what was very ap* 
parent — that resistance could not be sue- 
i cessful — and Mr. Davis's answer was that 
he “was a soldier aud a gentleman, that 
lie knew how to die. and pointing to th-- 
sentinel who stood ready, said: “Let your 
men shoot me ut once. II* faced round 
with his face to the wall, and stood silent- 
ly waiting. His quiet manner led the offi- 
cer to suppose that no resistance would 
be made, anil therefore the blacksmiths 
were ordered to do tbeir work. As one of 
them stooped down to put on the fetters, 
Mr. Davis slung him off so violently as to 
throw him on the floor. He recovered and 
raised his hammer to strike, but tb» officer 
of the day stopped him. Simultaneously 
one of the sentinels cocked and lowered 
his mu.-ket, advancing on the prisoner, 
who had turned to encounter this assail- 
ant. and thus did not see tlie purpose of 

the blacksmith. 

Captain Titlow saw the new danger, aud 
promptly interpi -cd. telling tlie sentinels 
that they were not to fire. Ordered the 
officer of the guard to bring in four of tlie 
strongest men of the guard without fire- 
arms, for the purpose of overcoming, by 
muscular strength, the resistance which 
wns threatened. Mr. Davie had nothing 
with which to defend himself, even his 
penknife having previously been taken 
from him. The contest was brief, and 
ended in his being thrown down, t >ur ni»n 
being on his body and head. He could 
not see the blacksmiths when they ap- 
proached to put on the irons, but, feeling 
one of them, he kicked him offagain-t the 
wall. The smith recovered, and, with the 
aid which the other men could give him. 
succeeded in the second attempt to rivet 
one fetter anil secure the padlock which 
held the other. Mr. Davis nrnfu’ly as'; id 
his assailants if they “called th -imelves 
“soldiers.” and said, "the shame is your:, 
ni t mine. 

The object being effec ted, the officer of 
the day withdrew the men he had brought 
in. The prisoner lay down on the co f , 
coven i his ironed limbs with the blanket, 
and felt only more intense contempt for 
the brutality with which he wa - treat* 1 
than when, a few minutes before, he lial 
announced his belief thnt he was to be 
tortur' d to death, and defied the pjwer 
which attempted to degrade him. Of the 
dramatic account published in Hr.

not think that they will. Be that as it 
may. there is no reason why the Presi- 
dent and his friends should be alarmed or 
agitated They can well afford to be 
ealm. sternly calm, awaiting the develope- 
ment of events and prepared to act a high 
•nd worthy part in any crisis that msv 
occur • 

The radical caucus will of course en- 
deavor to mark out the party a general 
policy in regard to all of the many impor- 
tant matters that must inevitably come up 
for Congressional consideration and ac- 
tion. In all things we expect their policy 
to be extreme. We look for no relaxa- 
tion. W e anticipate no movement in the 
direction of conciliation aud compromise.

But the conserva- 
tives ask no favors and want non* The 
radicals bid fair to break up and destroy 
their own faction by their ferocious ultra- 
ism. If the President should recommend 
a constitutional conventioa, he would sen- 
sibly promote this result, for the recom- 
mendation. backed by tbe corresponding 
action of the South, would prove at least 
an apple of discord in the ranks of the 
party It would fall in the radical coa- 
clave like the golden apple in the assem- 
bly of the god a. 

We sec tiiut the idea of a monster radi- 
cal meeting at Washington to greet Con- 
gress at its meeting is not abandoned. 
Arrangements are in progress for making 
it appear as formidable as possible, yet 
wery little is said about it The radical 
leaders evidently have misgivings in re- 
gard to it They more than suspect that 
they have blnndered But they don't see 
how they can undo what they have done, 
and so they must go forward. Their mass 
meeting will no doubt do a considerable 
business in the way of resolving; it will 
resolve for Congress and against the 
President, for radicalism and against con- 
servatism for the North and against the 
South — but. instructed by the jacobin 
leaders, it will be careful to commit no 
breach of the peace. A knowledge of the 
proximity of Grant and hit veterans will 
have a strongly mollifying and assnaging 
effect upon a gathering that might other- 
wise he s stormy and tempestuous mob.

These bills and resolution*, if the Geor- 
gia legislature is wise enough to under- 
stand the need* and interests of that 
State, will be adopted. The highly im- 
portant subject, to which they refer, 
strongly demands tbe attention and the 
action of all the States of the South. Two 
of the greatest present wants of that sec- 
tion are want of population and want of ! 
labor, and there is serious danger, that, ‘ 
unless a judicious and sagacious policy j 
be adopted, these wants will continue for j 
a long time, utterly precluding, while they 
exist, the return of the South to a condi- 
tion of prosperity. 

The problem of free-negro-labor in the 
South is unsolved. Neither argument nor 
experience has yet availed to solve it. 
But experience alone can furnish the so- 
lution. In the mean while, every South- 
ern State and every Southern community 
should eucouragc in all practicable ways 
the introduction of immigrants and capi- 
tal from whatever quarter, and cordially 
welccme them when they arrive. This 
policy Is understood and acted on in 
nearly the whole South, but, unfortu- 
nately, in seme few communities it is nob 
Theie sre said to he places, and some 
very extensive ones, where, on accouut 
of a lack of enlightment and a conse- 
quent lack of liberal and just feeling, not - 
only Federal soldiers hut sll Northern 
taeu and all Germans encounter a strong 
and utterly unendurable antipathy. In 
such places, unless the denizens arrive 
speedily at a proper appreciation of their 
condition and their necessities, a dark i 
and hitter blight will soett overspread the 
face of the land. 

And Kentucky, as well as the Southern 
States, though of course not to the same 
extent, needs the introduction of capital 
and of sturdy yeomen. Labor is wanted 
among us, aud, unless wc obtain a supply 
from abroad, the want will increase. But 
some, who should understand this, do not. 
Last winter, a numbar of highly respecta- 
ble citizens of Louisville and its vicinity, 
most of them prominent Germans, asked 
the Kentucky Legislature to incorporate 
them as an Immigration Society, their 
purpose being to introduce a large num- 
ber of Germans and others into the State 
for the cultivation of lands now waste and 
unproductive. Not doubtiug that their 
application for a charter would be 
granted, they had made arrangements 
whereby it was rendered certain that their 
noble enterprise would be abundantly 
successful from the first. But there were 
a good many members of the Legislature 
who didn't like the idea of a “Dutch" ac- 
cession to our population. They didn't 
and couldn't deny that the Germans are 
an honest, industrious, economies!, thrifty, 
and orderly people, but there was the term 
: “Dutch.” and that was fatal to the grand 
enterprise. The application was jostled 
aside, elbowed out of the way, hustled out 
of doors. It is to l>e hoped that the next 
legislature will better comprehend the 
interests of our people in this particular. 

It is objected, iu some quarters, to im- 
partial suffrage, that, if an educational 
qualification be applied, many people, 
now voters, will be disfranchised. We 
presume that no State, in establishing a 
rule of the sort, would make it retrospec- 
tive. To do so would be most uujugt. 

AnV such rule should he prospective This 
would he simply just, for it would place 
all new voters on an equality. To reach 
impartial suffrage, then, with an educa- 
tional qualification, it will not be neces- 
sary to disfranchise any man who has here- 
tofore been a voter . — Chicago Times 

The Times, finding itself in a foolish 
position, resorts to a foolish expedient to 
get out of it. If a State law were passed 
that no person who couldn't read should 
vote, its application to persons unable to 
read on the day of the election would of 
course have nothing retrospective in its 
character. Such a law would involve no 
inquiry as to whether persons were or were 
not able to read at the time ot the law's 
enactment; it would simply exclude all 
men thereafter from the polls until they 
should be able to read. Hence, without 
being at all retroactive, it would exclude 
hundreds of thousands in the South who 
have been voters and are voters now. 
Would the South ever consent to such a 
thing? Would the moral sense and the 
political sense of the country consent 
to it? 

MS' By the census of 1 W>0 there were- in 
the Southern States 533,071 adult whites 
who could not read Of these 219,431 
were males. Considering that the rebel- 
lion suspended the schoolmasters in the 
Confederacy, and drafted the youth into 
the army at the time when they ought to 
be at school, we have to conclude that con 
siderably more than this number would 
now be excluded by the so-called impar- 
tial suffrage upon the reading tast. No 
doubt the number of the excluded would 
lie more than three hundred thousand. 
And can any human being, even the ed- 
I itor of the Chicago Times, suppose that 
I the South, humbugged by the phrase “im- 
I partial suffrage,” would disfranchise such 
a host of her white citizens in order to en- 
i franchise two or three hundred negroes ! 
Impartial suffrage! “A fico for the 
phrase

W« have just learned from a reliable 
gentleman residing near Mitchell vi lie. ■ 
Tenn., the scene of the bloody renroiitre, 
the particulars cf a desperate and fatal 
conflict between the officers of the law 
and a posse of citizens summoned to as- 
sist them, and n party of deperadoes who 
have long been a terror to that section. 

On Sunday Inst, about two miles from 
Mitchellville. Tennessee, just on the Ken- 
tucky border, two negroes. David Grove* 
and Charley Girins, got into a quarrel 
abont an ebony sweetheart, who saems to ! 
nave indulged in fair promises to both. ! 
and invited attentions from both, through 
the influence of assurances given to each 1 
at their every call, that she would soon 
crown their effort- to win her love, by giv- 
ing hand and heart in marriage Wheth- j 
er or not it was true love that verified its ' 
purity in obeying the adage that “the I 
coarse of true love never did run smooth, J 
we cannot say. Wa cannot even affirm 
that any true love existed between the 
parties. 

The quarrel grew daily more violeai be- 
tween tbe lovers, until on last Sunday, th'- 
two foes met. A few angry words were 
interchanged, when tbe two came to 
blows that resulted in (he stabbing of \ 
Groves, so severely, that he died on Tixes- j 
day. the 27th inst 

Givins. the homicide, was arrested, and ! 
taken before F squire Samuel By rum. on 
tha 27th. for trial. A large and boister- 
ous crowd was present, composed of tbe 1 
friends of law and order, and a few lawless 
characters that were determined to defend ! 
tie prisoner. Among the prisoner's tul- 
herent* w< re the three desperate brothers, 
Press, Bill, and Theodore MeDale. The ; 
latter outlaw has been the hero of so ! 
many bold depredations and infractions 
-of tbe law that he asaumed the captaincy 
of the band. The case was disposed of in 
the preliminary examination, and Givins 
was remanded to the custody of the officer 
for further trial before the higher courts. 
Bill MeDale here inaugurated the antici- 
pated difficulty, when Albert C. Byrum. , 
the constable in charge of the prisoner, 
moved to the arrest of Mcl tale, and called 
upon the citizens present to assist. Me- j 
Dale drew a pistol and fired at the officer, 
when a general tight ensued. Both par- 
ties were heavily armed, and ready for the 
encounter. The tight lasted fur some mo- 
ments. and ended with the killing of 
Press MeDale, the mortal wounding of ! 
Bill MeDale, whose body was pierced by 
three halls, and the mortal wounding of 
Officer A. C. Byrum. who was shot twice 
through the body and once through the 
thigh. 

Enquire Byrum was very severely cut on 
the head by a knife in the hands of one of 
the desperadoes, but his wound is not cou- 
^ sidered dangerous. Almost every m&u in 
either party received painful stabs or pis- 
I to! wounds. 

We sadiy regret the untimely fate of 
: Officer Byrum, whose family we well know. 
Both tbe deceased and Ksquire Byrum are 
among the most highly respected, and. 
indeed, among the most intelligent and 
I law- abiding citizens of that region of 
country. As faithful officers of the law, 
their services will be long remembered 
with gratitude by their neighbors. We 
condole with Ksquire Byrum, and wish for 
him an early recovery. 

Both the gentlemen were well known 
among the machinists of Louisville, with 
whom they were once associated, and who, 
we are sure, lament with their families the 
unhappy occurrence.

The story leading 
to this is too lung and painful to be here t 
detailed. Suffice it to say that some years | 
since McIIerry fell heir to a decent i 
property, and married. He lived hand- | 
sornely, ia a fashionable quarter of'the j 
town, and in tlie course of years two 
childrt n were born unto him. But finally. | 
according to the record so far exposed, he , 
became irregular in his habits, and the I 
wife says she was submitted to many in- | 
d'gnitics, not to say abuse. 

Finally, the matter culminated in the 
husbund s taking his children aud leaving 
Louisville to reside in New Albany under I 
an assumed name. The injured wife had 
sued for divorce and alimony, and the 
Chancellor had granted the divorce and 
$1,000 alimony, and issued an order for 
the enforcement of the decree. Upon tbe 
disappearance of the husband, the officers 
began tracing him. first to New Albany i 
and thence to Jeffersonville, where the 
pair were brought to bay. with the result 
we have stated. The mother was awarded 
the custody of her lit* lo girl, while the 
father was given the younger eh : ld. a boy.

Ax Ixtekf.-tixc Cask. — A peculiarly 
interesting ease was tried before the 
Criminal Court yesterday. A young and 
beautiful girl, named Kllen Cotter, was 
ariaigned upon the charge of stealing nine 
bandied and niuety-*i\ dollars from 
Mat. Ford, living in 0 'Neal's slley, ou 
the 13th of Augi.at last. The poor girl is 
an orphan, homeless, and friendless. Gen 
Whitaker and Col. C-ockiill volunteered to 
defend her. and the prosecution was con- 
ducted by the Commonwealth s Attorney. 
Mr. Ihipiiy and J. Hop. Price. Ksq. The 
evidence did not go to show that the poor 
girl stole the money, yet there were sev- 
eral circumstance* that made the case ap- 
pear very damaging to her. Ons wit- 
ness testified that she *aw her take the 
money out of a trunk in which it was se- 
cured, yet said the amount was only 
twelve dollars, while the wife of Ford 
swore the zum was nine hundred and 
ninety-six. as above mentioned. Other 
witnesses threw discredit upon the state- 
ment of the witness who professed to have 
seen the prisoner commit the larceny, by 
testifying that she (the witness) was 
ktanding with her back toward the trunk | 
from which the money was abstracted. 

The arguments of counsel were the 
finest specimens of legal eloquence we 
remember to have ever heard. Colonel 
Cockrill's speech was brief, but pointed 
and eloquent. General Whitaker's was I 
quite lengthy, but most able, with occa- 
sional teaches of beauty and pathos. His 
dissection of the evidence — the ingeni- 
ous manner in which he followed up the 
train of circumstances that unerringly 
pointed the finger of suspicion — we don't 
know bat we should write conviction — to 
Ford, himself, and a man named Burns, 
both of whom have disappeared, though 
recognized as witnesses in the case, was 
a masterly effort of argumentation. ■ 
J. Hop Price concluded the case , 
with a speech of great power, but, we 
thought, of unnecessary severity. The 
jury retired abont thirty minutes, and 
brought in a verdict ot “Xot Guilty — a I 
decision that delighted every one in the 
courtroom, especially the beautiful prison- 
er. Asthe light of certain acquittal leaped 
up in the piece of the feeble, flickering 
flames of expiring hope in her “soft brown 
I eyes,” and the rosy blush of triumph 
glowed and deepened upon her rounded 
cheek, we eonf-ss that Dur heart leaped in 
sympathy, and we. too, rejoiced al her es- 
cape from a felon cell.

It is denied on Fenian authority, that 
President Roberts has given arms to 
Head Centre Stephens, or in any way 
aided his efforts as regards Ireland. The 
men in Ireland are, it is said, destitute of 
arms, and any attempt at rebellion there, 
at present, would ouly result in a butchery 
of unarmed men. 

The story that Stephens sent large 
quantities of arms to Ireland, is also said 
to be untrue, as he is alleged to have con- 
verted every thing he could iuto cash in 
New York.

The Western Associated Press com- 
mittee report that they have given the 
business committed to them at the Cin- 
cinnati meeting of the Board of Directors 
their best attentions, and that they have 
acted upon the conviction that the press 
of the country should encourage competi- 
tion with the New York Associated Press, 
and with that view have enabled Mr. D. H. 
Craig to supply the Western Associated 
Press with general news. The news ar- 
rangements existing until this date were 
found during the past twelve years with- | 
out any considerable directing agency on 
the part of the Western Associated Press 
The New York Associated Press had of 
course been managed in the interest of it* 
members. The business of famishing 
news to outside papers was merely inci- 
dental to the main purposes of collecting 
it for themselves. As to the proportion of 
the expenditure of the New York press 
and the outside press, respectively, we 
have the most contradictory statements, 
made by parties claiming to be correctly 
informed. There is a like dispute as to 
the aggregate sum paid per annum for the | 
collection of news, the disagreement 
among the variou* authorities on this 
point being to the extent of $150, 000. 

It was urged upon us that it was impr— 
tent that the press of the country should 
unite with that of the New York in obtain- 
ing the news, but we found the condition 
of unity to be that the whole responsibility 
and authority should be vested in, and the 
engagement rests exclusively with the 
New York Associated Press. We pro- | 
posed to take the New York Associated i 
Press reports, reserving the right to sup- | 
plant them with the news obtained from | 
other organizations. This was refused, as 
is the resolved policy of the New York j 
Assoiiated Press to subordinate tho press 
of the country, holding the monopoly of j 
new* gathered at this point They are ; 
willing to settle their news on terms fair j 
enough, except that they eouple threats ! 
with restrictions, intended to make com- I 
petition with them impossible. The exec- ( 
utive powers of the association are not 
however equal to its pretensions. There 
is no indemnity in the management of the : 
New York Associated Press and that of 
the telegraph, such as many persons be- 
lieve to exist. The New York Associated | 
Press have no more control of the tele- 
graph than the Western Associated Press 
have. They have. as we have, 
contracts with the telegraph company, 
and the favorable footing of the Western 
papers with the telegraph company, is not 1 
affected in any degree by the source of the | 
news that is sent us; but so strict are the : 
regulations of the New York Associat d j 
Press, that if we took the news of them, j 
and an agent of ours should purchase an 
it* m of intelligence of a rival organization 
for the collection and diffusion of news. | 
they would break with us at once. It was I 
therefore necessary to elect whoever we | 
would consent to be confined to the news ^ 
of the New York Associated Press, or 
make new arrangements without the em- 
barrassment and disability of such re- 
strictions; we chose to make new arrange- j 
incuts, believing it is desirable to have liie 
news for the Western press made up pri- j 
rnary for their use, were not specially for j 
journals published in New York, aud 1 
that it is also very desirable that 
there should be some competition in ! 
news gathering as well in other affairs 
when there is no competition in the col- 
lection of news, and the business is con- 
centrated at one point The few who con- 
trol it have a manifest i a. crest in with- 
holding or misappropriating if it has a 
commercial value. By establishing com- 
petition there will be a constant incentive 
in rival organizations to excel iu these le- 
gitimate functions of obtaining and for- 1 
warding news to the press accurately and j 
promjitiy. 

It is agreed with Mr. Craig that the 
| Western Press shall receive news reports 
. from ail parts of this couuiry and from 
England that shall compare favorably with | 
those sent by the New York Associated 
Press upon terms favor:, le as those 
' heretofore prevailing, and. if the press 
| outside of New York unite with him, he 
i engages to make a reduction of ten per 
i cent on the present rates for news de- 
spactcb.es in this country, and fifty per 
cent on European despatches. 

He contracts to surrender at any time 
all facilities of every sort of the opposi- 
tion New.< Association which he h.iv*<r- 
| ganized to the proprietors of papers of 
Companj' Association in general news ar- 
rangements in competition with the New 
York Associated Press. It is provided 
that the new opposition association shall 
not exercise or claim to exercise any con- 
trol over local associations or individual 
editors as to their right to receive Dews 
from other associations or parties in New 
York or elsewhere, and to the Western 
Associated Press is conceded the exclu- 
sive control of the tu vs report within | 
their own territory. Mr. Craig also un- 
dertakes to report and have transmitted 
to the members ot the Western Associated 
Press market reports to and from the wes- 
tern cities ou the best obtainable terms, 
making up reports to suit us instead of 
New York, charging ouly the actual, nec- i 
cssary expense for this service. 

In case the New York State papers de- 
cide not to co-operate with us. as they 
have heretofore, and we should thereby be 
j deprived of the State papers reports at 
Buffalo, Mr. Craig guarantees that the re- 
| ports to the Western press, usual in length 
and excellence to th se heretofore sent, 

, shall be transmitted direct from this city 
without increase of expense to the West- 
ern Associated Press. We have no con- 
nection whatever with Mr. Craig's project- 
ed Commercial News Exchange system. 
That is an independent affair, and does 
not concern us. News rooms are already 
in existence in nearly all cities of the 
, United States. If they are obnoxious to 
publishers of newspapers, they are no new 
thing, as they have been in operation in 
soma placet for three years. Even it' i: 
were desirable to break them up, it could 
1 cot be done. 

The New York AtBocia’ed Press, we un- 
derstand. propose to start a uews-rovin in 
opposition to Mr. Craig. 

We have decided that the report known 
in the West as the regular report, shall be 
| prepared by Mr Craig, and continued to 
all the papers in quantity and time as 
I heretofore, and we have reason to believe 
I it will be improved in quality. 

We have decided that 500 additional 
words be sent with a corresponding in- 
creaseof cost to the papers taking the sup- 
plementary report, direct from New York, 
known as the midnight report, and we are 
of opinion tbat the duplication so much 
complained of under the old management, 
will occur less frequently and be of less 
importance under the new arrangement. 

The proportion of words sent to the 
evening papers will be tlie same as here- 
1 tofore, and it is stipulated that in no case 
shall news be withheld from papers if re- 
I ceived in time for their latest edition*. 
By taking both reports, regular aud mid- 
night. direct from New York, and bearing 
the slight additional cost of transmission, 
the change of Loth might be materially 
improved aud repetitions altogether avoid- 
ed. This will be fur our consideration 
and action as soon as affairs here are 
more settled and better understood. 8o

Our decision to this effect is made with 
more cheerfulness, for the reason that we 
are sure there will be under other new ar- 
rangements marked improvement in the ' 
character of our Washington reports.

There is no dishonor in it to any of the 
three. In her conflicts of honor, duty, 
love, promises, aid womnnly engage- 
ments, she was taken sick. She strug- 
gled, regretted, grieved, became nervous. 
She ate not. slept not, was taken sick of 
brain fever, became emaciated, and was 
fast sinking in the grave. Lincoln wished 
to see her. She silently prayed to see 
him The friends of both parties 
at first tefused the wish and prayer 
of both : still the wishes and prayers pf 
both prevailed. Mr. Lincoln did go to 
see her ahout the 10th day of August, A 
It. 1835. The meeting was quite as much 
as either could bear, and more than Mr.
